£1,500 to $3,000 a.year in salaries
and the bonuses they have re-
ceived are intended to net them
at 5 per cent an additional
amount equal to their wages, it
can be seen that the gifts range
in value from $30,000 to $60,000

More than 50 per cent of
Andrew Carnegie’'s partners in
the Carnegie company obtained
their present large holdings in
the compary through gifts of |
stock, which became theirs as
the earnings cof the stock had
paid for it. The latest donations
however, are in bonds that in-
stantly begin to bring to ther
holders 5 per cent annual inter-
est, which they will pocket.
